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Industrial Education Business Investment 


PROF. WILSON, University Arkansas 


Very few people stop think about matters 
that not directly indirectly concern them 
their business social relations. The ones 
that have given industrial education serious 
thought from unbiased mind from the days 
Pestalozzi the present time, have become 
firm believers its usefulness. 

Advancement has been very slow, however, 
because the prevailing idea has been that such 
education was not desired leaders 
professional lines, but for those that were 
pected stand the machine bench. The 
real merits were hidden many be- 
inherited ideas education that bound 
their thoughts most effectively the old form. 

some instances this idea was carried 
far lead the peculiar understanding 
that prevailed for years; that knowledge 
Greek and Latin, coupled with life ease, 
and, when possible, extravagance, characterized 
the individual gentleman. 

The peculiar idea formerly prevailed, and 
certain extent still prevails, that man with 
may get from the foreman and co-laborer 
the job. The idea today is, glad 
say, decided improvement upon that the 
“old school.” 

natural that idleness leads slack mor- 
als and social troubles; but what right has 
man live unless use and benefit 
humanity some Some animals have 
that condemns drones unhappy fate. 
Our human code becoming more strict the 


condemnation loafers, even though they may 


hiding under some title, which title 
only, and means nothing the thinking man. 

One way which can service 
humanity, and there are many ways, 
aid the coming generation getting educa- 
tion that will enable them join the class that 
earn honest living; become members 
the class producers that are build and sus- 
tain the nation.

Several schools devoted different phases 
the broad subject, which has part solved the 
problem the proper way establishing such 
schools, line study, 

general, taking more interest 
industrial education its several branches 
than ever before. 

The state governments and municipalities 
maintaining few industrial schools; capital- 
ists and manufacturers aiding the work 
establishing some good schools, and.others 
lesser value. 

With the comparatively small amount 
work that being done, and the rapidly chang- 
ing conditions our manufacturing plants, the 
supply skilled workmen rapidly decreasing. 
This condition due, judgment, the 
following causes: 

The unreasonable attitude the labor unions 
regulating the number apprentices below 
the actual demand. 

The rapid adoption piece work and bonus 
systems the manufacturers. These systems 
make men skilled making one special piece, 
performing one task. does not make 
the man capable and experienced general 
line work, like our former machinists and 


other tradesmen were. plant operated 
under our modern systems must have few men 
capable filling any place, making 
any necessary repairs improvements. 

The rapid development the use machin- 
ery for performing tasks formerly done com- 
mon labor due part the and 
higher price common labor; and the fact that 
common laborers are not depended upon 
another reason for their displacement ma- 
chinery. 

The development the various 
manufacturing has cheapened many products, 
resulting their more extended use. The ex- 
tent this can hardly realized. The rapidly 
increasing population our country has in- 
creased the demand for standard and special 
articles. 

The advanced conditions home and social 
life have created demand for appliances that 
are considered necessities now the masses; 
while few years ago these same articles were 
considered luxuries. For these and many other 
reasons, the demand for skilled labor has in- 
creased until the demand has outgrown the sup- 
ply. Manufacturers are realizing their condi- 
tion and the foremost question with them the 
labor problem. 

Many not realize the lack skilled work- 
men the south, compared with the skilled 
labor the north. Our standard this par- 
ticular low, mainly due, judgment, 
the fact that southern workmen, class, are 
poorly educated. not like make this 
frank statement, but believe best, that 
more people come realize the actual condi- 
tions will easier improve upon them. 

This condition one our strongest argu- 
ments for industrial education. The south can 
only hope develop her manufactories sup- 
plying the demand for more and better mechan- 
ics. 

have explained you that there are fewer 
workmen being trained the old system, and 
our supply skilled labor rapidly diminish- 
ing. can assistance the individual 
well the state—in fact, aid one 
help the other. Franklin said, “He that hath 
trade, hath estate; and that hath 
ealling hath place profit and honor.” 

The aiding the individual his 
mental powers better his mental conditions, 
take better, higher social standing and in- 
crease his earning capacity all within the 
field covered industrial education.

higher station life. trade would have put 
them much better position. thinking 
over the problem life, has frequently oc- 
curred that man following good 
trade, holds position ranking along with the 
farmer independence and freedom from 
worry. many lives better than the 
farmer, and closer touch with his fellow 
men. 

Professor Williston, New York, dis- 
cussion the earning power the 
young men who have graduated from the two- 
year courses Pratt Institute, shows that 
graduation from one these courses the class 
averages $750 per year, while ten years later, 
their earning power $1,600. From another 
class, the average salaries received the start 
was $750, and twelve years later, were receiving

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TWELVE MONTHS’ SCHOOL TERMS. 

The schools must give full time employment. 
mean that the teacher should have employ- 
ment for twelve months the year, just the 
farmer, the merchant and the physician have 
employment for that time. not true that 
school teachers are dying off from overwork. 
the whole, school teaching not more ex- 
acting exhausting than other forms work. 


Neither true that the “innocents are be- 
ing slaughtered” the multiplicity and seve- 
rity school tasks. The children the schools 
are healthy and wholesome and happy. The 
school work has been adapted and adjusted 
the capabilities the children intelligent 
people who know more about the matter 
year than most their critics learn life- 
time. The sanitary conditions the school 
buildings and premises are better than those 
the homes; the light better, the heating 
better, the ventilation better, the drinking 
water better. This may poor comfort: 
but true, nevertheless. were true that 
either teachers pupils suffer physically 
mentally school conditions, the answer 
easy. Change the conditions. 


But the chief argument for keeping the 
schools open continuously lies the other side. 
Let look from the economic point 
view. Many millions dollars are perma- 
nently invested and locked what call 
the school plant—grounds, houses and equip- 
ment. This use from one-half three- 
fourths the time; lies idle from one-fourth 
one-half the time. 


Presumably earning valuable income 
during the time use; why should 
not continue earn valuable income for the 
remainder the year? What would thought 
the business sagacity the manager 
large and successful industrial plant who 
should “close down” for one-fourth one-half 
the year when the raw material, the power, 
the demand for the product, the transportation

However, not the economy dollars 
that should count most. the economy 
time and intellect. Whenever the state as- 
sumes responsibility for the school education 
its youth should provide suitable school facili- 
ties for the entire year. addition and sub- 
traction are good mental diet January, why 
not multiplication and division July? 
nouns and adjectives are appropriate Febru- 
ary, why not verbs and adverbs August? 
only through tradition that the schools are 
open one season and closed another. 
the school good thing winter, wouldn’t 
bad thing summer, wouldn’t just bad 
thing winter? 

the schools were open continuously the 
child who enters six could complete the com- 
mon school course six years—instead eight 
present—and the high school course 
three years, instead four, present. 

When the schools are run full time 
child will required attend longer any 
one year than best for him under the circum- 
stances, and each teacher will have opportu- 
nity for vacation three months without pay 
any year.

One reason for this 
that teaching one the best occupations 
open large scale women and, therefore, 
attracts them large numbers, while men 
many other occupations are open which are, 
the whole, more remunerative and attractive. 
The very large proportion women now em- 
ployed the schools due the fact 
that they have been and can obtained 
smaller compensation than that paid the 
male teachers. 

pass from the facts that are unques- 
tionable those which may questioned but 
are sanctioned nearly universal opinion, 
may affirm that, the general view, the 
education children and youths most effec- 
tive when there are both men and women 
among their teachers. may well many 
more women than men, and the lower grades 
men may needed; but, wherever the 
minds the pupils fail altogether brought 
into touch with the minds men, there 
loss education. are generally un- 
willing have their sons educated nearly 
maturity women alone, and many them 
prefer that their daughters should supplement 
the more long continued influence that they re- 
ceive from feminine teachers some influence 
from masculine intellects.

But the last man 
the world give his boy written directions 
about the shoeing horse would the 
fail see the necessity for sand pile 
lief maps the teaching geography. There 
are some subjects which recent years haye 
brought into our elementary 
chemistry, manual training, cooking, 
which are taught entirely “laboratory” meth- 
ods. The sooner the learn-by-doing method fills 
least half our school time, the sooner will 
more nearly complete adjustment environ- 
ment possible for our coming generations, 

There are other subjects which the teacher 
should have many aids—pictures, charts, 
models, reference books, lantern and slides— 
order make clear the pupils the thought 
implied the text. The need very great. 
true that some teachers, growing the 
“text book only” schools, may not recognize this 
need. Provide such teacher with accessories; 
presently she will change her methods, and bet- 
ter results will follow. Some the very best 
schools Arkansas are wretchedly equipped. 
From number blocks for the beginner refer- 
ence books for high school reading, many our 
classrooms are without devices for the aid 
the pupil and teacher. not about time 
that friends education came the rescue?

The advantages that have arisen account 
the reduction the school committee the 
city Boston from twenty-four five mem- 
bers have been very marked. The greatest 
these the decision the board not per- 
form executive details the running the 
schools, but leave these details professional 
hands. new board set for itself the ideal 
that details administration should 
formed paid officials, who are held 
strictly accountable the board. The board 
has therefore prescribed the duties its officials 
and employes, and placed upon them large 
measure executive responsibility. 

The advantage the administration 
school affairs that comes from knowing that 
duty assigned the board official shall 
exercised only that official until recalled 
the board itself, and that individual mem- 
ber the board desires intends perform 
such duty, great that this alone marks the 
beginning epoch the educational his- 
tory Boston. 

The creation board five members has 
completely revolutionized the method proce- 
dure. Under the larger board the work was 
delegated subcommittees and the decisions 
these committees were usually approved without 
question the full board. The opportunity for 
decisions based upon personal political con- 
siderations were very great, and the varying

rooms even large and presumably modern 
cities are allowed exist improperly heated, 
and lighted. Superintendents and 
school boards are beginning study the first 
two these subjects with view bettering 
existing sanitary conditions, with the result 
that the new buildings are great improve- 
ment over those built twenty, ten even five 
years ago. 

But the subject lighting, may 
it, the new science fenestration, has yet 
received too little attention. 

Dr. William Barry Woonsocket, I., 
one member school board who has writ- 
ten practical and readable book 
room topic—that school room hygiene. 
reports that one thousand (1,000) children 
examined, 334 1-3 per cent had defective 
one both eyes. 

Let him tell his experiment his own 
words: strangest point brought out 
through extensive examination the eyes 
school children, and adults well, was that 
although the eyes many were seriously af- 
fected, the persons were apparently ignorant 
the fact. The onset was insidious, and lit- 
tle notice had been taken until the change was 
irreparable. Twelve pupils were found who 
had practically sight either eye, yet who 
were all doing the required school work. The 
remaining good eye had been saddled with the 
work both and was doing well pos- 
sible. happened that the trouble with the 
eye was the retina and the optic nerve; and 
the child did not complain, and there was 
nothing the outward appearance the eye 
draw attention it, the trouble passed un- 
noticed. number teachers frankly admit- 
ted that they had thought many pupils, who 
reality were suffering most severely from de- 
fective vision, merely stupid and inattentive. 

“The writer examined the eyes one thou- 
sand school children their respective school- 
rooms. The Snellen test types were used, and 
each eye tested separately. pupils were 
from eight fifteen years age, and were 
all social grades. difference was noted be- 
tween the aptitude poorer, ill-nourished chil- 
dren having defective vision and that the 
children the well-to-do. Very slight defects 
were not noted, but all marked had noticeable 
trouble. 

“The results, say the least, were appalling. 
one thousand examined, 334 33.4 per cent, 
were defective. One every three examined 
was doing work for which was not fitted, 
was straining his eyes that which required 
normal eyes. allowance was being made 
any case, as, the majority instances, the 
teacher was unaware the difficulty. The 
usual symptoms eye strain, such head- 
aches, restless sleep, loss appetite, twitching 
the eye and lid muscles, are not always pres- 
ent, and nothing but periodical examinations 
the eye will show existing defects. Often, 
too, many pupils, from natural reticence, will 
not complain, although suffering.”

SCHOOL ROOM FENESTRATION 


BAKER, District Superintendent, Birmingham Schools.

There 
are many well constructed brick 
buildings destined last for century yet, 
and equally destined ruin the eyesight 
hundreds children for life some re- 
modeling done some simple but well es- 
tablished laws fenestration are observed. 

Let see what may done with the in- 
sanitary, and unsightly buildings 
already constructed. 

many one-room country schools light 
admitted from three even four sides and is, 
therefore, trilateral quadrilateral. 

Let the windows front the pupils 
closed with shutters dark green shades 
the glass painted with brown dark green 
paint. The same may said those the 
right the pupil, though slightly lighter tints 
should suffice. Generally the light from the 
left such buildings not sufficient owing 
the large space between windows. Therefore, 
the bilateral system must adhered to. 

Wings city buildings with windows 
three sides may treated the same way. 
Where there abundance light corner 
rooms the windows the rear should dark- 
ened the right side the room 
prevent shadows over the right shoulder. Care 
should taken too that window far the 
front opposite teachers’ table allowed ad- 
mit light, through even chink crevice. 

generally best have the walls tinted 
buff with cream tint above the picture mold 
and the ceiling, and brown mahogany 
green blackboard probably bet- 
ter than a-black.

The board present constituted has very 
large powers. selects superintendents, adopts 
text books, makes regulations which have the ef- 
fect statute law when published, appoints 
school examiners and inspectors, ete. Much 
authority centralized this board, but far 
has used this power wisely and the schools 
have prospered under its direction. cannot re- 
frain from giving the following brief statistics 
show the wisdom its policies: 

1905, addition the state school tax, the 
legislature supplemented the school funds 
special appropriation $200,000. This was 
increased 1908 $605,000. The same legisla- 
ture also increased the appropriations for insti- 
tutions higher learning from $433,750 
500. The total public school revenue, primary, 
grammar and high school, increased from 
102 1904-5 $4,350,000 1909-10, nearly dou- 
bling itself five years. Out the amount men- 
tioned above, derived state 
taxation and $2,690,000 from local taxation. The 
number high schools has increased follows:

Other states have had loan funds, but they 
have consisted special appropriations set aside 
for this purpose.

The last legislature provided for two new nor- 
mal and industrial schools for women. One 
opened this year and the other will begin work 
1910. 

The consolidation schools and transportation 
pupils have received much attention, and grat- 
ifying results have been obtained. There are 
nearly 200 school wagons use this year. 
1905 there were nineteen. 

Two school library systems are operation— 
traveling library system consisting now over 
200 libraries, and one which provides that each 
district where the committee raises $15, the dis- 
trict trustees must give like amount and the 
state $10, making total $40. The state con- 
tracts for the books reduced cost. During the 
present year libraries, none costing less than 
$40, were established. 

The state officials have been greatly assisted 
their work the Citizens’ Co-operative Asso- 
ciation, which has organized hundreds citizens’ 
leagues the state.

When trouble threatened, our 
superintendent, instead disciplining the 
school board even trying fix the matter 
honest, straightforward way, resorted 
political trickery keep the offenders the 
public crib. Why, even attempted fright- 
the prosecutor off with threats and, that 
failing, finally succeeded carrying his point 
means lodge affiliations with attorneys 
and others the case. But has absolutely 
killed his influence wherever this known, and 
quite generally known several school 
districts. School boards there are more lax 
than ever, some cases are running certain 
schools entirely the interests personal 
friends. They are not afraid these things, 
because ‘Prof. will see through there 
any trouble.’

They have seen the worm his heart and the 
restraining influence honest man might have 
over them would only laugh-provoking 
caricature him.

average member board education should, 
perhaps one might say, could accomplish. 
Either one these causes may disturb the ad- 
ministration any school system 
combined will create difficultes from which 
exceedingly difficult escape. 

Unquestionably members boards educa- 
tion should trained their duties they 
are bring their systems the highest state 
efficiency, yet, how many members boards 
throughout the country are trained their 
duties? Not many, when compared with the 
number who are annually elected this 
position. 

Not only are the majority members 
boards education untrained their duties, 
but all too frequently they have conception 
what they should and often make blun- 
ders which extremely difficult overcome. 
They often undertake reform existing meth- 
ods with adequate conception what re- 
quired and proceed their reforming much 
the proverbial Taurus behaved the alleged 
china.shop. The results both instances are 
extremely disastrous, perhaps the advantage 
being with the china shop, since broken china 
replaced, but injured educational pros- 
pects are passed beyond redemption. 

this state, especially the towns and 
boroughs where boards are elective, there 
danger changes each year, though the law 
provides that only one-third the members 
shall out office any one year, thus in- 
suring what practically perpetual board.

themselves believe high schools. The board 
this instance did what could, but the peo- 
ple objected, and having power act with- 
out vote the people the effort was wasted 
and the time spent the committee study- 
ing the matter and obtaining plans was useless. 
this particular instance the trained board 
would have suffered with the untrained. The 
vote was against the project altogether. 

The trained board could not much more 
with the people than the untrained, but they 
could improve the administration the 
schools and develop better systems most lo- 
particularly those where superintend- 
ence weak altogether lacking. There the 
training the board would factor ad- 
ministration difficult estimate and likely 
much good. But the superintendent 
suitable person for the place there need lit- 


tle question about the efficiency the schools, 
unless his tenure office depends upon the 
whim the board. far too many instances 
this true, and then the trained board would 
helpful. likely that trained board 
would appreciate the services good super- 
intendent better than untrained board, and 
the effect would beneficial the schools and 
helpful the work improving the efficiency 
system under the guidance good su- 
perintendent. The two might work together 
better advantage both. The trained men 
the board would more likely comprehend 
the work the superintendent was doing and as- 
sist him enthusiastically. The untrained men, 
not knowing understanding the tendencies 
his efforts, would more likely nullify 
them unwise acts and bring about situa- 
tion which would difficult and 
filled with danger the entire system. 
true that majority boards conscientiously 
attempt their duty, but often they are 
busy men, understanding practically nothing 
educational work its needs and having al- 
most time devote the study the 
schools and the administrative problems pre- 
sented. They are not blame for this, but the 
effect upon the system quite detrimental 
the influence result the acts, not the in- 
tention which does the damage. 


Some objector says that impossible 
obtain trained boards, and sense this ob- 
jection correct. Trained boards may out 
the question most communities, the let- 
ter the term followed, but there always 
relative alternative and this instance per- 
haps portion the board members might 
trained men, competent judge the 
ciency the schools and also competent di- 
rect the teaching the various branches the 
schools. There are always some men who have 
made study these problems, who have 
had them brought their attention through 
one cause another. These men should 
sought out and elected. towns would 
this they would improve the schools and create 


conditions which would beneficial all di- 
rections. 


Boards might composed men who have 
one time been teachers. one town 
which the writer knows the entire board nine 
members could composed men who have 
been successful principals and teachers 
former days and are now successful business 
men following numerous different lines. 
quite likely that other towns are similarly sit- 
uated. conceivable that these men might 
not all want serve upon board education, 
since unquestionably the most thankless 
position community and usually carries 
pay beyond the consciousness that one may 
doing what can for the cause. That 
poor pay for the days and nights one com- 
pelled with work more less 
discouraging character. Yet might made 
even more alluring than the gold which usually 
carries much influence. little appreciation 
and little manifested comprehension the 
and uncommon discouraging fea- 
tures the position, with word encourage- 
ment here and there would men work 
harder than money. There certain degree 
balm word appreciation which does 
much create improved conditions and fre- 
quently incentive increased effort along 
certain specified lines. The people should not 
slow speak that word when they are get- 


ting work done for nothing which business men 
are glad pay liberal price obtain. 
course, this phase school administration 
scarcely appeals the average voter and never 
the the average board education. 
always assumed that the board selfish 
its ambitions and has only its own aggrandize- 
ment view when offers suggestions 
ommends outright some improvement in, ad- 
dition the system, that may cost little 
money. Business men not expect obtain 
improvements in, additions to, their own 
business enterprises without the expenditure 
money, yet when these same men hear that 
board education is, going to, ask for 
money extend the system improve 
some way, there always difficulty. Often the 
money refused, while the board unjustly 
criticised for wanting establish something 
new, erect new building. For these reasons 
often difficult men more than 
ordinary ability serve, and the system thus 
deprived the efforts and counsel the ablest 
men the community. They will not stand 
criticism and consequently refuse have any- 
thing with the schools. The politicians 
elect someone who has ability beyond un- 
derstanding how manipulate the vote for 
certain things men, and the school system 
suffers consequence. 

The remedy? Well, might possible 
induce men take hold the administration 
the schools these unfortunate localities 
they could assured that they would 
fairly treated. But unless they are assured 
they will not undertake and the schools will 
continue suffer accordingly. There 
remedy but one, and even though one may 
deemed pessimistic, looks today very much 
though change for the better was long way 
off some states and many towns. 


Suppose the other class board members 
considered for few moments: those who un- 
dertake run amuck and reform everything 
the system about fifteen minutes after they are 
elected. some communities they are not 
numerous. others they create good deal 
disturbance and try whenever opportunity 
offers, play the galleries and secure ap- 
plause for something which may not meet the 
requirement all and frequently will bring 
down upon the system and the board good 
deal unmerited censure. These men are 
often sincere and honestly believe they have 
discovered the only panacea for the disturb- 
ances existing the schools and are quite con- 
fident their reforms are adopted the outcome 
will beneficial. frequently unfortunate 
that these men are likely misguided. 
The same amount energy properly directed 
would far toward correcting many evils that 
now exist, but the clumsy way which these 
men undertake perfect the system and cor- 
rect the evils will often result such un- 
pleasant and injurious consequences that the 
member who offers the solution some diffi- 
culty little more than the worst enemy the 
system may have. friend 
worse than open enemy. can more 
injury because has more intimate connec- 
tion and understands from the inside things 
which would unknown enemy. Such 
members constitute menace which cannot 
overestimated and which cannot guarded 
against, excepting constantly watching them 
and offsetting their movements with something 
corrective before they are permitted much 
damage. 

Constructive men are extremely scarce. Any- 
body can tear down, but requires genius 
build up. Consequently the board which has 
one more constructive members indeed for-

The new No. school recently completed for 
the city Elizabeth, New Jersey, near New 
York, was designed Architect Clyde 
Adams, Philadelphia, Pa. 

The design was based the plans submitted 
him competition with the leading school 
architects the East and cost completed, in- 
cluding furniture approximately $90,000. 

The facade the building consists pressed 
brick and brownstone trimmings, and designed 
after the Elizabethan type architecture with 
frontage 123 feet and extending back 

The basement contains the manual training, 
play rooms, and boys’ and girls’ toilet rooms 
with direct entrance from yards. Provision was 
also made for the boiler room, with ample coal 
and ash storage. The building heated 
steam with forced ventilation installed the 
Aetna Heating Co., New Britain, Conn. 

The first floor planned for the lower grades 
and includes six classrooms, principal’s and 
teachers’ retiring rooms. The second floor 
practically duplicate, but consists eight 
classrooms. The third floor consists six class- 
rooms and auditorium, seating 600 gener- 
ously. 

important feature the structure that 
should not overlooked are the fireproof stair 
towers each end the building. These 
towers are constructed solely brick with con- 
crete steps, provided with Mason safety treads, 
and all communicating doors are pressed 
steel glazed with wire polished glass, and all 
outside doors are equipped with automatic 
safety door locks. 

Among other features the latest impor- 
tance installed the building vacuum 
cleaning system. 


BUILDING AND FINANCE. 

After struggle more than month 
against charges extravagance and insubordi- 
nation brought against him Alfred Urion 
the board education, Dwight Perkins, 
former architect for the 
schools, was last month formally dismissed.

The question what 
should done can just well determined 
one time another. scheme should 
worked out, plans should secured and ap- 
proved, prior the asking for the appropria- 
tion. Then the board education would know 
how much the building cost, and the re- 
quired amounts could then asked from the 
tax payers. 

“Our best results school house construction 
have been secured where the architect was se- 
lected the board education and then the 
plans worked out the school officers with the 
architect. would recommend that all 
school houses constructed hereafter that the 
heating and ventilating laid out com- 
petent engineer working with the architect;

Thus, plans 
School David Riebel for 
proposed grade building, known the 
Heyl Avenue school, have been 
drawn provide for steel and concrete con- 
struction. The board believes that the school 
will absolutely safe from fire and beyond 
any necessity for fire escapes. 

Chicago, The school yards will, here- 
after, covered with cinders rather than paved 
with brick, according policy adopted 
the building committee the board educa- 
tion. The hard brick pavements have been 
found unsuited for many games played 
boys, although they drain readily after wet 
weather and are clean and easily kept order. 

The first results the investigations the 
Boston finance commission, which 
gating the fiscal policies the Hub City, 
recommendation the state legislature asking 
that the school board not authorized bor- 
row additional moneys for building purposes.

two years ago. January next the school 
board will probably ask for $250,000 for new 
high school building. The present school house 
good condition, but too small for the 
rapidly growing attendance, which now reaches 
near the 700 mark. The old building will un- 
doubtedly used central grade school, 
where several special features modern edu- 
eation will tried out. 


The Boston school committee has taken pre- 
liminary steps toward securing permanent of- 
fices. Land has been purchased for centrally

SECURING SANITARY SCHOOLHOUSES. 

The improvement sanitary conditions 
and rural schools has been one the 
yexatious and difficult problems which has 
recent years presented itself school and health 
authorities. certain sections the country 
the expedient withholding all state funds 
from offending districts has been adopted, but 
the measure frequently negative its effects 
that school boards make only such repairs 
are necessary come within the minimum re- 
quirements tixed law. other states the 
boards health and the state boards eduea- 
tion have adopted rules under which insanitary 
school buildings are condemned and the local 
authorities are compelled discontinue their 
use entirely and rebuild them erect new 
structures. For the fearless application such 
measures Dr. Hurty Indiana deserves 
special commendation. has vigorously act- 
for the improvement Hoosier schools, and 
during the past two years has condemned nearly 
ninety buildings. single meeting the 
state health board recently presented sixteen 
sanitary surveys schoolhouses, each which 
was condemned. the same meeting re- 
ported sixty petitions hand requesting simi- 
lar action, which were being investigated. 

Mr. recently described some 
dificulties his work, before the convention 
the American School Hygiene Association. 
part: “The health law Indiana em- 
powers the state board health order and 
execute what reasonable and necessary pro- 
tect the public health. required regu- 
late and prescribe the character and 
plumbing, drainage, water supply, disposal 
sewage, lighting, heating and ventilation and 
all sanitary features all public buildings and 
institutions the state. passes rules gov- 
erning the duties all health boards and 
health officers concerning the collection vital 
statistics, features quarantine, and 
the enforcement state health and registration 
laws. 

“The statutes make unlawful institute 
permit conditions which may transmit, gen- 
erate promote disease, and the duty 
health officers, upon hearing the presence 
such unlawful conditions, order their abate- 
ment. Any person, corporation firm who re- 
fuses neglects obey order may prose- 
cuted the health commissioners the courts. 
The state supreme court has twice decided that 
the state board health may pass rules and 
that the legislature has the right give the 
state board police power. Under this authority, 
and obedience the law, the state board two 
years ago regularly passed rules governing the 
sanitation all schoolhouses and the sanitary 
features school buildings which may con- 
structed the future. These rules have been 


duly promulgated and the duty the exec- 
utive officer enforce them. 


School District No. Pataka Township, Pike County, 


“As the powers condemnation conditions 


which may promote transmit disease are 
clearly implied the law, and such powers 
are necessary enforce the law, the state board 
health adopted method and form con- 
demnation. Believing almost useless 
goodly number people who wish upliftment, 
was resolved not act unless petitioned. Ac- 
cordingly the announcement was 
and flood petitions flowed in. two years 
eighty-seven schoolhouses have been condemned 
and new ones erected, else the old ones re- 
conform the rules. there are 
schoolhouses this state, and fully 
per cent are insanitary, plain under the 
present system would take long time 
bring about the conditions much desired 
account economy and health. 

“The tirst and most important fact discovered 
the work was that the majority school 
districts are practically bankrupt. one town- 
ship was found that the school board still 
paying interest debt incurred thirty years 
ago build the present miserable structure 
which used for school purposes, and, under 
the constitutional limitations against taxation 
and debt, this community construct 
adequate school building. combining the 
town and township resources has been found 
possible erect building adequate for the 
present, but not meeting near future needs.

The federal gov- 
ernment has over $1,000,000 invested tuber- 
culosis hospitals, and spends annually about 
$500,000 their maintenance. Every year the 
percentage appropriations made from public 
funds for tuberculosis work has increased. 

While private societies have led the way 
the tuberculosis campaign, every effort has been 
made have states, cities and counties their 
share.
